"the Keys did not have any 
pants." 

When asked why last year's 
Keys were not asked to super- 
vise, McCoubrey said that Key 
President Eric Walter appa- 
rently "decided to slick to the 
policy that Keys are not really 
official members after the end 
of the year."

Key should have the right to 
refuse to take assignments but 
denied that they refused - to 
patrol on the day of the refer- 
endum because they disagreed 
with it.

QUEBEC - Premier Lesage has 
government aid grossly out of 

Addressing the Legislative As- 
sembly Friday, Lesage admitted 
that McGiU, Sir George WiUlams 
and Bishop's get larger grants 
than they would if population 
figures were strictly observed, 
but stressed that the difference 
is negligible. 

He told the House that grants 
for capital expenditures;made to 
the three universities 'accounted 
for 30.9% of the total paid to 
universities in the province. 

However, if the grants given to 
classical colleges were added to 
this figure, he said, the percent- ' 
age dropped to 19.0, compared 
. with an English-speaking popula- 
tion of 18%.

Harding addresses mass meeting 

Interference charged in firing 

REGINA (CUP) — A Student Union for Peace Action official who was fired recently by the 
University of Saskatchewan told more than 400 Regina students January 19lh thai outside Inter- 
ference had been a factor in the administration's refusal to rehire him 



SUPA federal council chairman 
James Harding had been an in- 
structional assistant in psycho- 
logy but will not he rehired next 
fall although his department head 
is pleased with his work. 

The meeting of students was 
arranged by Ron Thompson,' as- 
sociate editor of the student 
newspapers The Carillon, to let 
the principals in the dispute be 
heard directly by the student 
body. 

Harding cited instances of nu- 
merous telephone calls from pa- 
rents and one call in particular 
from a Brigadier Kcehr last De- 
cember, in which Keehr suggest- 
ed to Principal Riddell that 
Harding was not good for the 
image of the university. 

Harding also said the adminis- 
tration's action had been purely 
subjective and personal and was 
not taken on the basis of his 



academic qualifications or teach- 
ing ability. This made the issue 
one of academic freedom, Hard- 
ing said. 

Dr. D. Blcwett, head of the 
psychology committee, told the 
students that the department con- 
sidered Harding's' qualifications 
adequate and his teaching ability 
to be equal to that of any other 
member of the department. 

He also outlined instances in 
which Harding had taken initia- 
tive in the department by organ- 
izing seminars on his own time. 

University President Spinks, 
Principal Riddell, Social Science 
Chairman Smythe and Brigadier 
Keehr were also invited to ad- 
dress the meeting. 

Dr. Spinks said he could not 
discuss an issue which had not' 
been brought officially to the at- 
tcntion of himself and the board 
of governors. 



Brigadier Keehr, who had' ori- 
glnally agreed to attend such a 
meeting, declined because he had 
been advised his appearance 
would be bad for the image of 
the university. 

The chairman of the meeting, 
a student, said it had been con- 
vened to bring the matter to the 
attention of, the students' union 
so that they could obtain first- 
hand information and discuss 
what action to take. 

The meeting was told an in- 
vestigation committee comprising 
representatives from ail campus 
clubs would have a documentary 
report concerning the affair, and 
recommendations for action by 
the students' union, completed by 
January 24.

VANCOUVER (CUP) - Delegates from all secondary and post- 
secondary institutions in British Columbia will meet next Septem- 
ber in the first session of the B.C. Assembly of Students. 



The new body, believed to be 
the fint^ot its kind in English 
Canada;' was voted into existence 
January 23 in a meeting at the 
University of Victoria, after 
being planned during the Cana- 
dian Union of Students' seminar 
at Banff. 

The assembly Is expected to 
meet once or twice yearly to 
discuss student issues, exchange 
information and implement 
ideas. 

CUS Western Regional Chair- 
man Ed Lavallc said : "They'll go 
from sock-hops to social action". 

The new group is expected to 
fight for accessibility to higher 



education for students of merit. 

Each B.C. institution will have 
one vote at the founding meeting 
of the assembly, to bë held at 
Simon Fraser University. 

The embryonic group has al- 
ready made an impact on the 
B.C. government. Education min. 
Ister Leslie Peterson told the 
Victoria meeting he would in- 
vestigate complaints about the 
application of B.C. government 
scholarships at the six nursing 
schools of the province. V 

He also said equalization grants 
for boarding costs of out-of- 
town students are being seriously 
considered by the government. 



Giving reasons for this request, 
Jim Lightbody said "The Uni- 
versity of Manitoba sends over 
$8,000 to CUS, and United Col- 
lege sends $2,000. For this money 
wc get eight representatives in 
Ottawa, s^me of them second- 
rate fumblcrs. 

"Since education is provincial- 
ly oriented, the lobbyhig should 
be done at the provhtcial level, 
not in Ottawa. For the same 
amount of money, wc could have 
a very effective lobby in Mani- 
toba", he said. 

He concluded that a provincial 
association could provide the 
same services as CUS now does. 

At present Quebec is the only 
province with the type of provin- 



cial union that Lightbody is pro- 
posing. 

Turning to the CUS interna- 
tional affairs programme, he 
said : "CUS has no power in In- 
ternational affairs and is just 
wasting Us time. Who cares if 
CUS is in favour of boycotting 
South Africa or not?"

On reflection, the American Govern- 
ment's decision to use the Bomb In Viet Nam 
has been a good one. The consequent saving 
of lives; both American and Vietnamese, 
should outweigh any other considerations; 
and it is encouraging to note the wholeheart- 
ed response to President Johnson's appeal 
for doctors and nurses to move to the de- 
vastated areos. The Peace Corps, (ot^ long last 
has a task worthy both of its ' talents and its 
original ideals and the Prime Minister's an- 
nouncement that the Company of Young Ca- 
nadians is flying next week to the shattered 
city of Hanoi is another token of the very 
real feeling of responsibility Western coun- 
tries ore showing. 

Predictably, pacifist sentiment both here 
and abroad has been outraged at the 



thought of the thousands of dead and dying 
itllt waiting to be buried. But it is no easy 
task to ensure the rapid disposal of moun- 
tains of bodies while fallout remains at its 
present dangerous levels. As for the specious 
kind of humanitarian argument advanced 
by Lord Russell In Sunday's New York Times, 
It should be pointed out that Lord Russell's 
own countrymen failed to display a similar 
compassion during the fire bombings of 
Hamburg during V/orld War Two. 

Again, the Administration's decision to 
explode Jungle Boy without prior warning 
to the Hanoi regime can be justified quite 
easily. If the decision had been broadcast 
in advance, the West could have expected 
the usual kind of rumblings front the Soviets 
that might very well have raised the tension 
in Berlin. It Is no secret 'that the West Ger- 
man High Command still feels that the. time. 



Is now ripe, in the woke of North Viet Nam's 
extinction, for a move to regain the lost 
territories to the east. It is to be hoped that 
Mr. Wilson's cautioning note to Chancellor 
Erhard will be sufficient to snuff out any 
adventurism in that area. 

China's reaction was In some ways to be 
expected. Mao has no desire to throw away 
the fruits of careful years of growth In ex- 
change for a long and costly land war with 
the Americans. And President Johnson's 
firm statement that If China moved against 
India, It would be "nuclear weapons first 
and talks later", had the desired effect. As 
far OS the seizure of Formosa is concerned, it 
Is probable that the Americans feel It was 
a small price to pay for ending the Viet Nam 
conflict. 

All the more disillusioning, then, to find 
that the response from the people of South 
Viet Nam has been less than heartening. 
The cruel and unnecessary assassination of 
General Ky is typical of the kind of stealthy 
and cowardly campaign that the Allied 
forces have been facing since 1960. And the 
defection of thousands of Saigon students 
to the so-called Liberation Front in the coun- 
tryside shows that American Intentions are 
still far from being understood. Dean Rusk's 
grim warning that if the present" exodus 
from, the cities to the NLF continues some 
consideration will hove to be given to the 
use of a Jungle Boy Two in South Viet Nam, 
should give pause to those who,. |n the name 
of freedom and self-determinafton, would 
attempt to prolong this unnecessary and 
useless conflagration.

During po- 
litical meetings where thou- 
sands of hungry mouths as- 
semble to hear their represen- 
tatives these politicians are 
the leading proponents of 'tigh- 
tening the bells" under the ban- 
ner of socialism and nation 
building — the common philo- 
sophy from the "Comfortable 
Pew". 

It is true that the majority 
of the masses aro illiterate. But 
they have the five common 
senses, and emotions. Human 
being can tolerate up to a point; 
a fact those politicians ignore. 
They also forget that the days 
of a thief are numbered.

UCEQ vote test case for 
MîGill student initiative

In four weeks flme, McGIII sfodenis will vole for a new president. Mfss Sharon Sholzberg's 
tenure of office has been a hecfic one, marked chfofly by the abortive attempt of the executive of 
the Students' Council to ioin the Quebec union of students — UGEQ.

Speaking over Radio McGlll, 
the student president said tlic re- 
jection of UGEQ by tlie student 
body will have long-range effects. 
"I believe we'll have two or three 
years of reaction. But I wouldn't 
change one thing I have done thb 
year." 

Despite the threat of impeach- 
ment against Miss Sholzberg by 
former student president Saced 
Mirza, the SC is still seeking 
avenues of collaboration with UCr 
EQ leaders. 

Pelletier blast 

One of the greatest disappoint- 
ments to the SC, which had made 
strenuous efforts tliis past year to 
unite with the French-Canadian 
student movement, was the sud- 
den. 'pronouncement of Michel 
Pellétier, - student president of 
l'Université de Montréal, that the 
English-speaking students of Mc- 
Glll were not welcome in UGEQ. 
Coming on the eve of the second 
student referendum, the U de M 
President encouraged a negative 
vote and gave strong polemical 
ammunition to the anti-UGEQ 
group at McGill. 

Pelletier, who had led a minor- 
ity opposition ofiainst McGill ad- 



mission to UGEQ at Its November 
congress, is a dynomic student 
leader. lie has given the Associa- 
tion Générale des Etudiants de 
l'Université de Montréal a great- 
er say in university administra- 
tion through membership on 
joint committees with faculty and 
administration. The AGEUM runs 
a caisse populaire, a life insur- 
ance plan, and a student' co op- 
erative. It stands for free educa- 
tion and student unionism. 

Much of its policies have been 
emulated by the SC of McGlUj 
which has tried to broaden lis 
aims by calling for student sup- 
port in building the new Quebec. 
Although the AGEUM has in- 
fused the UGEQ body with ambi- 
tious goals for the "democratiza- 
tion" of Quebec society, the Que- 
bec union of students has had 
relatively little impact beyond its 
student base. In the field of edu- 
cation, which concerns it most, 
UGEQ is capable of wielding ef- 
fccUve power. 

McGill Isolated 

The defeat of the pro-UGEQ 
campaign at McGill is seen by our 
student delegates to the Quebec 
Ministry of Education as a blow

to the bargaining position of this 

province's students. Marianopolis 
College and Sir George Williams 
University have boosted UGEQ 
membership to 68,000 giving it 
representative status, except for 
McGill. 

McGill is shut out from a 
united and representative student 
union negotiating with Quebec's 
Consultative Committee on Edu- 
cation, which deals with student 
loans and bursaries. This means 
that McGill continues to press for 
increased . student aid, but lacks 
an efficient and powerful voice. 
As well, McGill as a student body 
Is not represented in social wel- 
fare programmes with the gov- 
ernment such as Travailleurs Etu- 
diants du Québec, Quebec's ver- 
sion of the federal Company of 
Young Canadians. 

The sensationalized aspects of 
the UGEQ programme have alien- 
ated McGill students who shied 
away from militant syndicalism 
and French-Canadian nationalism. 
These disadvantages outweighed . 
the advantages to be gained by 
McGill affiliation to the main- 
stream of Quebec student life. 

UGEQ executives were quick 
to respond to the Pelletier blast 
hurled at McGill students, even 
though McGill had once before 
rejected joining the organization. 
President Robert Nelson, and 
Vice-President Daniel Latouche 
rebuked Pelletier for his out- 
bursts and denied that he spoke 
for the majority of Quebec stu- 
dents. Pelletier said McGill was 
unprepared to join the new Que- 
bec; its position in UGEQ would 
always be characterized by "am- 
biguities" towards unlllngualism 
and nationalism. 

Pelletier feared UGEQ would 
dilute its nationalist orientation 
with McGill in the union. Appa- 
rently, he disparaged the goodwill 
atmosphere created by the SC be- 
cause of the considerable oppo- 
sition generated by the anti UG- 
EQ party, which was . cited as 
representative of the English- 
speaking mentality in Quebec. 
Moreover, Pelletler's statements 
came on the heels of René Lèves- 
que's speech at McGlll where he 
denounced the "Rhodcsian frame 
of mind" of Anglo-Saxon Que- 
beccrs. 

UGEQ or eus 

A new McGill executive in 
March may continue to sceic mem- 
bership or associate status within 
UGEQ. Or renewed solidarity 
with the Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents, which has taken on a stri- 
dent Image itself, may bo under- 
taken. Whatever the course Mc- 
Gill students arc to follow in the 
future, one thing remains clear : 
the repeated rejection of UGEQ 
this year .will continually task this 
studènt bédy in any relations it 
may have with the French-Cana- 
dian students and force us to 
justify the action we took in 
1965-66.

But it seems that this year,

No gold miné 

Many people think that Expo 
'67 will bo a gold mine for stu- 
dents, who have only to prepare 
themselves for n six-month job, a 
big salary, and interesting work. 
It's said that guides will be need- 
ed for the tourist Invasion of 
Montreal, but no mention is made 
of 'the requirement that tourist 
guide permits can only be obtain- 
ed by people who have passed a 
special course approved by the 
City. 

It's also thought that work will 
be easy to obtain in the foreign 
and industrial pavilions. But such 
is not the case. 

Employers have foreseen that 
most students would like to work 
at Expo, and that it would be 
very easy to hire the necessary 
labour? when o'pcnlngs become 
available. It's expected that the 
salary scale for those who have 
long waited for a job will be one 
of the lowest In the metropolitan 
region. 

Naturally, there will be areas 
where qualified personnel will be 
lacking, and students can apply. 
Tourist guides and musicians 'are 
expected to be in great demand. 
Recruiting begins 

Certain organizations liave al- 
ready made it known that they 
are now recruiting for Expo. The 
Navy Reserve, for example, is hhr- 
Ing personnel for training on war- 
ships which will be anchored in 
the Port of Montreal for the du- 
ration of the World's Fair. The 



Navy will participate in official 
ceremonies marking the arrival 
of foreign vessels, and sailors will 
be host to their counterparts from 
abroad. Enrolment is necessary 
now to be a part of this special 
contingent. Some have already 
enrolled while others sneer at 
the opportunity, saying better- 
paying jobs are available through 
the National Employment 
Service. 

Without wanting to be the 
devil's advocate, ! think that 
those who are waiting till the last 
minute to apply are making a se- 
rious mistake. No doubt, they will 
find themselves behind a hot-dog 
stand,, working twelve hours a 
day, for a ridiculous salary. This 
certainly is not soinethiiig,^to 
which university students'should 
aspire. 

Apply now 

However, if you want an inter- 
esting job, find out from the Ca- 
nadian Corporation for the 1967 
Worid Corporation which sectors 
requbre qualified personnel and 
make sure you possess the stipu- 
lated abilities when you apply. 

In such an undertaking as Ex- 
po '67, where competition for po- 
sitions is keen, able people are 
being sought. Those who apply 
without specifying the type of 
work desired, will be sidelined. 
Certainly, peoplr never specify in 
job application forms that they 
want to be dish washers, but 
since dish washers i.re needed, 
and fulfill an essential task in 
every restaurant, this Is the type 
of work that will be offered to 
students who make vague appli- 
cations. 
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The process will take time 
but the groiindwork is there
